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A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 
Condition of the Crops in Northwestern Iowa 
and Southern Dakota. 

7.8 Crrr, To., August 13.—Reltadie advices 
g the condition of the cropa in Nor 
western Iowa and Southern Dakota give a dif 


ferent picture from that which is drawn by the | 


roseate reports which are current in the East. 
In many of the important crops there is a 
gloomy outiook in both the regions named. 
Wheat and all grains in Northwestern Iowa 


will yield less than a third of an average crop, 
and in many counties rust has severely at- 
tacked wheat and oats, and probably not 
more than one-hajf the fields will be 
cut and the grain threshed out. 
Many of the farmers will cut oats only for 
rough feed for stock. The fields that will 
be harvested will not produce more than a 
fraction of a fair crop. Even the flelds of 
grain which otherwise promised fairly are 
now twisted and tangled by the storms of 
the last few days, so that there must be 
in any event great loss in the yield. This is 
the real situation and it obtains to a greater 
or less extent up to the Minnesota State line, 
or through ree or four tiers of coun- 
ties. Passing to Southern Dakota there 
are considerable sections in which 
the same situation exists. It is even worse in 
those sections than in North western Iowa, be- 
cause more wheat and grain are raised in the 
former than in the latter. Many Dakota farm- 
ers, too, are poor and have had hopes of 
abundant crops. 

The corn, which is the least damaged of any 
crop, is seriously injured in many localities in 
both Southern Dakota La Northwestern 

n 


Iowa. Hall and high torms, which 
have played havoc in the grain flelds, have 
also blown down and broken tbe corn. 
Corn was not in good shape to resist the 


wind, because the late spring was followed by 
hot weather and frequent light showers. 
These caused the roots to spread near to the 
surface instead of striking deep as usual, 30 
that it did not require a heavy wind to 
prostrate corn. Inthe track of some of the 
storms of the last week great fields of 
corn have been leveled to the ground.

SATURDAY’S RESULT.

The murder of a wife by her husband is 
now so common anincidentin the annals 
of crime that Instead of wondering at any 
individual case we wonder at the prev- 
alence of the epidemic and theorize 
about the causes of it. Frequently the 
murderer makes a satisfactory reparation 
te society by committing suicide, but it 
must be remarked that this double crime 
is more frequent among illicit lovers than 
among legal husbands. While the para- 
mour winds up his baleful career with 
some ghastly form of self-destruction the 
lawfully married murderer rises to the 
full dignity of his position and after his first 
fright is over and he has been coached by 
his lawyer begins to pose as the guardian 
of society and the defender of household 
purity. 

We have no theory of the reason why 
this form of murder should be more prev- 
alent just now than at any other time, 
though there can be no question of the 
fact. But there is a sufficient explana- 
tion of the attitude of the murderer, and 
his besotted and distorted view of the re- 
lations between husband and wife is 
merely an exaggeration of fallacies un- 
consciously impressed on him by society,

STILL A MYSTERY. 


The Disappearance and Probable Murder of 
a Young Medical student. 
By Telegravh to the Post-DrsPraTou. 
MippLErowns, N. I., August 18.— The circum- 
stances under which the comely and accom- 
plished daughter of an Unadilla olergyman 
has withdrawn. from society and entered a 
training school for nurses in New York City, 
with the purpose of devoting her life to works 
of charity and mercy are of a singularly inter- 
esting and romantic nature. The young 


lady was the affianced wife of Rob- 
ert W. Jacobs, the young medi- 
cal student of Unadilla, whose strange 


disappearance on the night of — 5, 1 
furnished a myste that still remains abso- 
lutely without a clue. He had promised to 
call on his betrothed that night, but did not 
come. For a time she cherished the con 
jecture that he might have wandered away 
while laboring under a sudden mental afflic- 
tion and would be found. She now believes 
that he was murdered and robbed on the night 
of his disa 1 and his body conceuled. 
That belief is now shared by the young man's 
aged parents and friends. Young Jacobs 
was the son of Alfred Jacobs, a well-to-do 
farmer of Unadilla, and at the time 
of his 2 Was medicine 
in the office of Dr. G. . Halsey of 
that town. He was of bright intellectual 
promise and exemplary habits. He spent the 
afternoon preceding his 997 in the 
village of wong L which is about three miles 
distance from his father’s house, where he 
lived. That afternoon he collected some 
money due him in Sidney and in the course of , 
business transactions he showeda roll of bank 
bills containing $200 or more. He missed the 
early evening train from Sidney to Unadilia, 
afterwards remarking that he would walk to 
his father’s house rather than wait for the 
midnight train. About 9 o'clock two men liv- 
ing in Sidney who were returning from a - 
ing trip, met him walking toward home on 
the railroad track, and as he passed be gave 
them a cheerful greeting. Sofaras is known 
this was the last seen of him living or dead. 
His family did not wo over bis failure to 
return that night, as he frequently remained 
away for several days on business. 

On the Sunday foliowing two Boston drum- 
mers, who were out scouring the woods for 
trailing arbutus, at a point near where young 
Jacobs was last seen, and between the rall- 
road track and the Susquehanna River came 
across ared morocco pocket-book empty as 
to money, but containing letters addressed to 
R. W. Jacobs and other papers evidently be- 
longing to him. Several of the letters 
showed blood stains, and on one of the enve- 
lopes four bloody finger marks were distinct- 
ly visible. The news of the find spread rapid- 
ly, and when it became known that the young 
man was missing, the country round about be- 
came alarmed for his safety and for days fol- 
lowing hundreds of men engaged in the work 
of searching for him. very thicket and 
swamp for miles around was thoroughly 
searched. The hollows of the river were 
dragged and divers with their apparatus were 
brought from Lake Ontario to explore the 


deep pools and ponds. The _ search- 
ers found, not far from where 
the pocket-book was picked up, 


the missing man’s hat, broken inat the crown 
as if by a blow, and one or two other little ar- 
ticles that were identified as his. But no other 
trace hasever been found. The old father 
tells of a strange dream that he hadon that 
night when the pocketbook was found. He 
dreamed he saw his son bad walked along the 
railroad track and there was suddenly at- 
tacked by two robbers, one of whom dealt him 
n deadly blowon the bead with aclub. At 
this stage of the dream he was awakened by a 
loud knocking atthe door. The callers were 
friends from Sidney, who brought bim, along 
with the bloody pocketbook, the first news of 
his son's probably violent death.
